Law relating to Trading with the Enemy.

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EXHIBITION AT MANCHESTER OF SAMPLES OF 
GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN GOODS FROM ABROAD. 


An Exhibition of German and Austrian samples, organised by the 
Board of Trade with the co-operation of the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce, was held from 10th to 15th July, in the School of 
Technology, Manchester, which had been kindly lent for the purpose 
by the Principal of the School and the Manchester Corporation. 

The accommodation in the School of ‘Technology placed at the 
disposal of the Board of Trade was exceedingly commodious, and 
enabled the samples to be displayed to advantage. 

Great interest was taken in the Exhibition by firms in Manchester 
and the surrounding districts, and nearly 3,500 visitors inspected the 
samples during the six days the Exhibition was open. 

Naturally a large proportion of the visitors were shippers, and the 
Board of Trade officials dealt with many enquiries for the names of 
British manufacturers capable of supplying various articles which 
had formerly been obtained from enemy countries. 

The Lancashire textile firms are so busy that shippers are experi- 
encing great difficulty in placing orders for certain lines, even when 
delivery is not demanded for many months. 

As was to be expected, the textile samples received the most atten- 
tion, and a large number of cuttings from the various samples, 
illustrating finish, colour, etc., were given to firms interested in the 
production of similar goods.

FORTHCOMING TRADE FAIR AT BORDEAUX.

At the Council Chamber, Whitehall, the 18th day of July, 1916. 


By the Lords of His Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Council. 

Wuereas His Majesty was pleased, in exercise of the power in 
that behalf conferred on Him by Section one, sub-section one, 
of the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, 
by a Proclamation dated the 29th day of February, 1916, to 
prohibit all persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or un- 
incorporated, resident, carrying ou business, or being in the 
United Kingdom from trading with any of the persons or bodies 
of persons mentioned in the List contained in the said Proclama- 
tion : 

And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said Act, 
it is provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, 
incorporated or unincorporated, with whom such trading }!s 
prohibited by a Proclamation under the said Act may be varied 
or added to by an Order made by the Lords of the ‘Council on

Statutory List shall, unless the context otherwise requires, be 
construed to refer to that List as varied or added to by any Order 
of Council for the time being in force.

Nore (1).—Under the Trading with the Enemy Proclama- 
tions of 25th June and 10th November, 1915, all Proclamations 
relating to Trading with the Enemy apply to all persons or bodies 
of persons of enemy nationality, resident or carrying on business 
in eusia. Morocco or Portuguese East Africa, and ‘consequently 
it is an offence to trade with any person or body of persons of 
enemy nationality, resident or carrying on business in Persia, 
Morocco or Portuguese East Africa, even though such person or 
body of persons is not included by name in the above List, and the 
omission of the name of any such person or body of persons from 
such List is not an authority or licence to trade with such person 
or body of persons. 

Nore (2).—Where a firm named in the List has more than one 
branch in the same country, all branches in that country are held 
to be included in the List even in cases where no address, or of 
several addresses one only 1s specifically mentioned. 

Nore (3).—The List for each country is sent by telegraph to 
His Majesty’s Representative in that country, who will notify 
British Consular Officers, to whom persons abroad should apply 
for information as to names on the List; but firms in the United 
Kingdom with branches abroad are advised to furnish such 
branches with copies of the Statutory List. The Lists for all 
countries in Central and South America are also telegraphed to 
His Majesty’s Ambassador at Washington. 

The Foreign Trade Department is prepared on application to 
inquire of His Majesty’s Representatives abroad for the names 
of substitutes for any firm on the Statutory List. When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he must undertake to 
pay the cost of the telegraphic correspondence. A considerable 
amount of information is, however, already available at the 
Foreign Trade Department, and it is hoped that it may be pos- 
sible in many cases to suggest the names of satisfactory sub- 
stitutes in response to inquiries, without the necessity of referring 
the matter abroad. It would greatly facilitate the work of this 
Department if applicants in making inquiries would specify the 
particular trade, or trades, for which substitutes are required. 

Note (4).—Issued concurrently with this Order is a Consoli- 
dating List, No. 5a, revised to date and including the amend- 
ments in the Schedule annexed hereto. 
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EXPORTS TO SOUTH AFRICA VIA LOURENCO 
MARQUES. 


The Director of the War Trade Department notifies that a General 
Licence, dated 12th July, has been issued by the Privy Council 
authorising the export to British South Africa vi@ Louren¢go Marques 
of goods which are named in Section (B) of the Prohibited List (1.e., 
goods the export of which is prohibited except to British Possessions 
and Protectorates). 

Exporters desiring to avail themselves of this General Licence are 
required thereby to observe the following conditions :— 


1. That the ultimate destination of the goods is a place within 
a British Possession or Protectorate in South Africa, and is 
shown so to be by the Bill of Lading in respect of the goods, or 
by a note or memorandum upon such Bill of Lading. 

2. That a true copy of the Bill of Lading (including any such 
note or memorandum thereupon as aforesaid) shall be sent to the 
representative at Lourengo Marques of the Government of the 
Union of South Africa, and evidence to the satisfaction of 
the proper Officer of Customs and Excise at the port of shipment 
that this condition has been fultilled shall be produced to such 
officer at the time of shipment or at any time thereafter as 
required by him. 

3. That the owner or shipper of any goods exported under the 
authority of this licence shall produce to H.M. Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise within such time as they may allow, proof to 
the satisfaction of the said Commissioners, that in accordance 
with the conditions aforesaid, the said goods were duly unshipped 
at the port of Lourenco Marques and were thence conveyed to 
and delivered at the ultimate destination named in or upon the 
Bill of Lading, or if not so unshipped, conveyed and delivered, 
that the unshipment, conveyance or delivery was prevented by 
circumstances beyond his control, and that in the absence of 
such proof, the goods shall be deemed to have been exported 
without a licence. 

The General Licence in question (No. W.T.D. 2304/16) is available 
for use by all exporters from the United Kingdom, and it need not be 
produced at the Custom House at the time of shipment. It is 
revocable at any time.

2. That a true copy of such Bill of Lading (including any 
such note or memorandum thereupon as aforesaid) shall be pro- 
duced to the proper officer of Customs and Excise at the port of 
shipment either at the time of shipment or at any time there- 
after as required by him. 

3. That the goods shall be landed at the port of destination 
shown in the Bill of Lading and the relative shipping bill or 
other export document delivered to H.M. Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise, and at no other port or place, and shall be 
thence conveyed to and delivered at the ultimate destination 
named in or upon the Bill of Lading. 

4, That the owner or shipper of any goods exported under the 
authority of this licence shall produce to H.M. Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise within such time as they may allow, proof 
to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners that the conditions 
aforesaid have been duly fulfilled or that such fulfilment was 
prevented by circumstances beyond his control, and in the 
absence of such proof, the goods shall be deemed to have been 
exported without a licence. 

5. That the licence shall not apply to goods of the following 
descriptions :—(a) Unrifled fire arms and their component parts ; 
(b) Provisions and victuals which may be used as food for man ; 
and (¢) Mineral oils and lubricating oils.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM: NEW REGULATIONS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 12th July, further amends the Regu- 
lations (called the “‘ Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 
1914”), made under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the Realm. 
The Order-in-Council referred to orders, inter alia, the following 
amendments in the Regulations :— 

Control of Building and Construction Work. 

1. After regulation 8p the following regulations shall be 
inserted :— 

“ 8r. It shall be lawful for the Minister of Munitions by order to 
regulate or restrict the carrying on of building and construction work 
as hereinafter defined, and by such order to prohibit, subject to such 
exceptions as may be contained in the order, the carrying on of such 
work without a licence from the Minister. 

‘Provided that where a first application for a licence under any 
order has been made and is pending for the carrying on of work 
which has already been commenced at the date when such licence 
first became necessary, nothing in the order shall prohibit the carry- 
ing on of the work until the licence has been refused. 

‘Tf any person affected by any such order contravenes or fails to 
comply with the provisions thereof, or if any person for the purpose 
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of obtaining such a licence as aforesaid makes any false statement or 
false representation he shall be guilty of a summary offence against 
these regulations. 

“For the purposes of this regulation the expression ‘ building 
and construction work’ means the construction, alteration, repair, 
decoration, or demolition of buildings, and the construction, 
reconstruction, or alteration of railways, docks, harbours, canals, 
embankments, bridges, tunnels, piers, and other works of construction 
or engineering. 

Supply of Motor Spirit. 


‘‘8r. If any person, who is under a contract to supply motor spirit, 
refrains, on the request of the Board of Trade, or any person author- 
ised for that purpose by the Board of Trade, from delivering motor 
spirit in accordance with his contract, that person shall not be liable 
to any action or proceedings taken against him in respect of the non- 
fulfilment of his contract so far as it is due to compliance with that 
request. 

‘In this regulation, the expression ‘ motor spirit’ has the same 
meaning as in Part VI. of the Finance (1909-10) Act, 1910.” 





PETROL CONTROL COMMITTEE. 
Issue of Licences. 


‘he Petrol Control Committee (19, Berkeley Street, W.) announce 
that the issue of licences for the purchase of motor spirit is being 
rapidly proceeded with, and a first consignment of several thousands 
has already been released. 

The Committee desire to point out to users of motor spirit who 
have already received their licences or may receive them before the 
end of the month that, under the provisions of the Finance (No. 2) 
Bill 1916, these licences do not take effect until Ist August, 1916. 

Holders of licences are accordingly advised that no entry should be 
made on the licences hefore that daie. 





BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION WORK. 


In pursuance of the powers conferred upon him by Regulation 8& 
of the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914 (see 
immediately preceding notice), the Minister of Munitions has issued 
the following Order, dated 14th July, 1916 :— 


“On and after the twentieth day of July, 1916, no person shall 
without licence from the Minister of Munitions commence or carry 
on any building or construction work that is to say the construction 
alteration repair decoration or demolition of buildings or the con- 
struction reconstruction or alteration of railroads docks harbours 
canals embankments bridges tunnels piers or other works of con- 
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struction or engineering. Provided that where the total cost of the 
whole completed work in contemplation does not exceed the sum of 
£500 and the use of constructional steel is not involved the licence of 
the Minister of Munitions shall not be required. 


“ Provided also that where the work in question— 


(a) is being or is to be carried out by or under contract with 
any Department of His Majesty's Government, or is declared by 
any such Department to be a Government contract for the 
purpose of this Order, or 

(b) is being or is to be carried out by or under contract with 
any local authority which has been authorised by any Govern- 
ment Department since the 25th of March, 1915, to borrow 
money in respect of such work, the licence of the Minister of 
Munitions shall not be required. 


‘‘Provided also that where a first application for a licence under 
this Order has been made and is pending for the carrying on of work 
which has been commenced before the said twentieth day of July, 
1916, nothing in this Order shall prohibit the carrying on of such 
work until the licence has been refused. 


‘“ All persons desirous of obtaining a licence to commence or carry 
on any building or construction work as above defined for which a 
licence is required shall apply in writing to the General Secretary, 
Ministry of Munitions, 6, Whitehall Gardens, S.W., for such licence 
and shall give full particulars of the description and locality of the 
work the purpose for which it is intended and its estimated cost and 
such further information as the Minister may require and shall 
comply with any restrictions or conditions subject to which the grant 
of such licence may be made.” 





TRADING IN WAR MATERIAL, 
Purchase and Sale of Wool of 1916 Clip. 


With reference to the notice on p. 730 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th June relative to the prohibition of the purchase or 
sale of British and Irish wool of the 1916 clip, it is notified that the 
Army Council, by a notice dated 13th July, authorise and permit the 
purchase, sale or other dealing in wool pulled before 1st September, 
1916, from the skins of sheep which have been clipped during the 
season of 1916. 


(In circulating the above notice the War Office point out that 
rubbings pulled before lst September, 1916, are exempted from 
the prohibition of purchase and sale of British and Irish wool. 
Combings or long wool pulled from the skins of sheep or lambs 
which have not been clipped during 1916 are not exempted from 


the prohibition. |

PROHIBITION OF PURCHASE OR STORAGE OF 
CERTAIN GOODS FOR FOREIGN ACCOUNT 
IN DENMARK, 


H.M. Minister at Copenhagen reports the publication of a Decree, 
dated 19th June, by the Danish Ministry of the Interior, to the effect 
that goods imported into Denmark from abroad, the re-export of 
which is prohibited or would be contrary to declarations mentioned 
in the Law of 5th April, 1916, are prohibited from being purchased 
or stored in Denmark for foreign account or otherwise in such con- 


ditions that the goods are withdrawn from home consumption. 
(C. 20,609.) 
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FRENCH DECLARATION REGARDING 
CONTRABAND OF WAR. 


With reference to the notice on p. 283 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 4th May last relative to a French declaration regarding 
contraband of war, it is notified that H.M. Embassy in Paris calls 
attention to a notice in the “ Journal Officiel”” (Paris) of 28th June 
making additions to the list of articles declared absolute contraband 
of war during the present hostilities. The articles are identical 
with those classed as absolute contraband by the British Government, 
a list of which was published on p. 866 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 29th June. (C. 21,003.) 





NEW PORTUGUESE DECREES REGARDING 
INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY. 


Publication of Claims for Patents for Inventions. 


The * Diario do Governo” (Lisbon) of 17th June contains a Decree 
(No. 2,452) to the effect that, so long as the war lasts, particulars of 
applications for patents of invention will not be published in the 
official “‘ Boletim da Propriedade Industrial” if it is considered that 
the publication of such particulars might be detrimental to the 
national interests or to those of the Allied nations. 

The right of priority in respect of such inventions will be deter- 
mined by the dates of presentation of the respective applications. 
Patents will not be granted until after the termination of the war, 
and after the particulars withheld have been published and the legal 
period for lodging statements of opposition has expired.

PORTUGUESE COLONIES: CENSORSHIP OF 
POSTAL CORRESPONDENCE, 


The “ Diario do Governo” (Lisbon) of 22nd June publishes a 
Decree (No. 2,465) to the effect that, so long as the war lasts, all 
postal correspondence and telegraphic communications received in 
and despatched from the Portuguese Colonies will be subject to 
Government inspection and censorship. 
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CHINA (TSINAN).—H.M. Consul at Tsinan (Mr. J. E. Pratt) 
reports that 1915 was a prosperous year for the farmers of Shantung. 
Bumper harvests were gathered both in the spring and autumn, 
though in certain localities considerable damage was done by floods 
and locusts. Local producers benefited greatly from the increased 
demand for hides and cotton, which are largely exported from 
Shantung. At the end of 1915 a brisk trade sprang up in cattle, 
which were sent to Nanking at the rate of 200 a day, and there 
slaughtered for export to Kurope. ‘There was also an increasing 
demand for egg products, which are being exported in large quantities. 
The year, however, was one of great change and dislocation. As a 
result of the capture of Tsingtao, Japanese poured into the Province 
introducing their goods and trading in various exports for which 
there was a demand in Japan, such as cotton and native oil. New 
trades sprang up and flourished while old trades languished. 

Towards the end of 1915, the export of groundnuts—usually one 
of the staple exports from Tsinan—died away altogether, and the 
nuts were pressed locally to produce oil. Most of this oil was 
exported to the south of China and to Japan ; some was used locally 
as an illuminant. It is said that an oil practically indistinguishable 
from olive oil can be produced from groundnuts. 

Among the new trades which sprang up in 1915 should be 
mentioned the export of copper cash, about 1,300 of which (in normal 
times) exchange for a dollar. The Japanese discovered that these 
coins could be melted down at a very large profit and immediately 
enormous quantities were purchased, sent to Tsingtao, and there 
melted down for export to Japan, where the metal was ultimately 
used for munitions of war. 

In consequence of the prosperous state of Shantung money was 
very plentitul, and some of it is finding an outlet in joint stock 
enterprises. In Tsinan a flour mill has been opened, and a large 
cotton mill is about to be started, while another flour mill is about 
to be started at Tsining, a thriving town in the south of the Province. 
It is probable that Shantung will provide a promising market in 
future for machinery of various kinds. 

In 1915, in spite of low exchange and the difficulties created by 
the war, foreign importers of specialised goods such as cigarettes, 
soap, candles, and oil, all did a thriving trade. British piece-goods, 
however, found a formidable competitor in Japanese piece-goods, 
owing to the fact that the sale of Japanese piece-goods is pushed 
by the Japanese on the spot, while the local trade in British piece- 
goods is entirely in the hands of Chinese dealers. 

In writing of the ‘ prosperity” of Shantung, the term must be 
understood strictly according to Chinese standards. <A province may 
be very flourishing one year and famine-stricken the next ; as soon as 
any particular trade shows signs of prosperity and expansion the first 
idea appears to be to tax it, and through this taxation the accumula- 
tion ot wealth and the development of material resources is prevented.

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CHINA (TSINGTAO).—The British Vice-Consul at ‘l'singtao (Mr. 
R. H. Eckford) reports that for practically the first five months of 
1915 the obstructions in the harbour, and the congestion of the 
godowns with interned cargo, prevented ordinary business being done 
at Tsingtao, and in other ways also the port has been directly affected 
by the war. For instance, the straw braid business, which formerly 
formed the most important export from Tsingtao, was diverted to 
Chefoo during the siege, and has not reverted to Tsingtao. The 
principal Japanese goods are thoroughly exploited throughout the 
Province, new local industries have been for med, and the bulk of the 


export business is done by Japanese merchants. (C.L.B. 26,824.)

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—See notice on p. 149. 
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NETHERLANDS WEST INDIES (CURACAO).—The Acting British 
Consul at Curacao writes that, taking into account the general trade 
depression due to the war, it cannot be said that Curacao has suffered 
to any great extent. 

Imports from the United Kingdom into Curacao in 1915, which 
consisted chiefly of preserved goods, confectionery, bags, etc., though 
small did not appreciably decrease, but owing to the high freight 
rates now ruling it is feared that in 1916 a large decrease will be 
shown. Owing to the increased prices of British goods, local 
merchants who sent their orders to the United Kingdom before the 
war are now ordering from the United States. Prior to the war, 
imports into Curagao from Germany had been gradually increasing, 
but practically all the trade held by Germany has gone over to the 
United States. 

The total value of imports into Curagao in 1915 amounted to 
£388,786, as compared with £390,264 in 1914. In 1915, 33 motor 
cars, valued at £4,152, were imported from the United States. The 
total number of cars in use in the island is about 75. 

Exports from Curacao in 1915 amounted to £192,199, as compared 
with £18,060 in 1914. 

The erection of an oil refinery in Curacao (see notice on p. 515 of 
the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 25th November, 1915, and previous 
notices) will be completed in 1916. The additional amount of money 
that will be put into circulation in consequence of this new industry, 
together with the probable increase in shipping, 1 is bound to have a 
good effect upon trade generally. The crude oil is to be brought from 
Maracaibo (Venezuela) and other places. (C.1.B. 20,605.)

SALVADOR —According to the April issue of the “ Economic 
Review ” Sp ag ssc Honduras), the Minister of Finance in his 
Message to the National Congress of Salvador stated to the following 
effect on the financial condition of the Republic in 1915 :—- 

From the economic point of view the year could not be regarded as 
a good one. Disturbances caused by the War in Europe, have 
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resulted in increased prices both of goods imported from Europe 
and from the United States, thus reducing the national prosperity 
and causing a falling-off in the revenues of the Government from 
12,423,753 pesos in 1914 to 10,625,174 pesos in 1915, a decrease 
of 1,798,579 pesos. The revenue from imports decreased by over 
30 per cent. as compared with 1914 an alarming shrinkage in view of 
the fact that import duties are the principal source of revenue for the 
Government. The Minister urged that Congress should be very 
prudent and should authorise no expenditure other than urgent 
requirements necessitated. 

The general conditions created by the War in Kurope have also set 
back the credit institutions of the country. The metallic reserve and 
paper in circulation of the three banks of the Republic—the Occi- 
dental, the Salvadoreio, and the Agricola Comercial—on 31st 
December, 1915, amounted to 12,047,950 pesos. ‘These banks, with 
a total active capital of 6,300,000 pesos, have faced the growing 
demands of national activity and it is clear that the available capital 
is insufficient even for the most indispensable operations of the 
economic life of the nation. Above all, it is necessary, said the 
Minister, to increase the money circulating in the country by means 
of a new bank having large capital, or to increase the active capital 
of the three existing banks. 

Despite the decline in the revenue, the National ‘Treasury 
Department made no debts during the year. It paid regularly the 
civil and military salaries and other costs of administration and made 
considerable payments on some accounts and interest upon other 
debts pending.

LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN JUNE. 


According to the July issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Labour 
Gazette,’’* the high level of employment of recent months was, 
on the whole, maintained in June. The war trades were still 
extremely active; in the others there were slight fluctuations, 
some showing an improvement and others a decline. The 
number of workpeople in industry was, of course, much less than 
a year ago, but those remaining were more fully employed. 

Kmployment in June in the coal mining industry continued 
very good. Iron and shale mines were well employed, but in 
tin mines employment was still quiet. In the quarrying 
industry employment was fairly good on the whole. 

The pig iron industry still suffered from shortages of labour 
and raw material, but employment continued good; at iron and 
steel works it was very good. Great activity prevailed in the

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engineering and shipbuilding trades, and much overtime was 
worked. There was a further reduction in the number of tin- 
plate and steel sheet mills in operation, but most of the other 
metal trades continued very active, and much overtime was 
worked. 

In the spinning section of the cotton trade employment was 
good, and an acute shortage of labour was reported; the weaving 
section showed some slackness. In the woollen and hosiery 
industries all available workpeople were fully employed; in the 
worsted trade employment, though affected by the wool-combers’ 
dispute, continued very good. In the linen trade employment 
was fairly good in Scotland, but quiet in Ireland with much 
short time. Employment was good in the jute trade; it was still 
good on the whole in the lace trade, but some decline was 
reported, due in part to a shortage of labour. In the bleaching, 
dyeing and finishing trades employment continued good 
generally; in the silk trade it was fairly good; in the carpet 
industry fair. 

Great activity prevailed in the boot and shoe trades, partly 
owing to the execution of the Russian contract. In the leather 
trades employment was good generally, but in some branches of 
saddlery and harness at Walsall it remained quiet. 

Employment continued good in the corset trade, fairly good 
in the felt hat and ready-made tailoring trades, and fair in the 
shirt and collar, millinery, mantle, blouse and costume trades; 
in bespoke tailoring there was a decline. In Court and private 
dressmaking employment was moderate, and in the silk hat 
trade bad. 

The workpeople remaining in the building and brick trades 
were generally well employed; in the cement trade employment 
continued good with much overtime and a shortage of labour. 
In the furnishing trades employment was fairly good on the 
whole; in the wood-working trades it was good. 

In the printing trade employment continued fairly good; 
the paper and bookbinding trades it was good. A Smad of 
labour was general in these trades. 

The glass and pottery trades were generally well employed. 
The food preparation trades showed some decline, but employ- 
ment generally continued good and overtime was worked. 

Agricultural operations were hindered by unfavourable 
weather; labour was everywhere deficient, notwithstanding the 
assistance lent by the military and the further introduction of 
women. 

Employment with dock labourers continued fair on the whole, 
but was bad at certain ports on the East Coast. 

The supply of seamen for mercantile ships was about equal to 


the demand. 
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NOTICE UNDER THE WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES ACT, 1904. 

‘The following is a copy of a Notice (No. 156) giving the results of 
the examination and testing of a weighbridge for use in trade, that 
has been submitted to the Board of Trade under the provisions of 
Section 6 of the Weights and Measures Act, 1904 :—

The Board of Trade have examined and tested a pattern of a 20-ton 
weighbridge, fitted with a device of the form herewith shown, which 
has the object of ensuring that the correct weight of the load is 
printed. ‘The printing gear is automatically brought into action by 
closing the case which encloses the steelyard, and this can only be 
effected when the travelling poises on the steelyard truly balance the 
load. ‘lhe small balancing slider on the steelyard has a total range 
not exceeding the weight represented by the smallest graduation on 
the machine. ‘The pin that enters the slot at the end of the steelyard, 
at the point of balance, enters without friction but without undue 
freedom. ‘The stamp plug is on the fixed casing of the steelyard. 
The Department have issued a certificate (No. 116), under the 
provisions of Section 6 of the above Act, that the pattern so fitted, is 
not such as to facilitate the perpetration of fraud.

FOREIGN TRADE OF YOKOHAMA IN 1915. 


H. M. Consul-General at Yokohama (Mr. A. M. Chalmers) has 
furnished the following particulars of the trade of Yokohama in 
1915 :— 

‘The total value of the foreign trade of Yokohama in 1915 was 
£45,559,746 as compared with £45,757,183 in 1914. The 1915 
total, which represents about 37 per cent of the total foreign trade 
of Japan for the year, was made up as _ follows :-—— Imports, 
£14,326,984 ; and exports £31,232,762; as compared with 
£18,250,578 and £27 506,605 respectively i in 1914. 


Imports. 


Of the decrease in imports, foodstuffs accounted for about 
£1,800,000, and wholly manufactured articles for about £1,200,000. 
Raw materials on the whole showed only a slight decrease as compared 
with 1914, but were nearly £1,000,000 less than in 1913. 

There was a bountiful rice harvest in Japan in 1915 and a 
consequent decline in imports of this cereal. ‘I'he countries affected 
by this decline were British India and French Indo-China. Rice was 
imported from Corea and Formosa, the imports of Corean rice into 
Yokohama being valued at nearly £600,000. 

Imports of wheat showed a decrease from about £300,000 in 1914 
to about £3,000 in 1915. The wheat crop was abundant in Japan in 
1915, and resulted in a considerable export of flour. 

The decrease in imports of sugar was due to a falling-off in arrivals 
from the Netherlands East Indies. Imports into Yokohama amount 
to about one-third of the imports of sugar into Japan, the business 
being almost entirely in the hands of Japanese merchants. 

A falling-off in imports of raw cotton in 1915 was chiefly in respect 
of imports from the United States, which decreased by £168,824 as 
compared with the preceding year. Imports from British India and 
Egypt were only slightly less than in 1914, being valued at about 
£800,000 and £250,000 respectively. 

In imports of wool from the United Kingdom there was a decrease 
of over £400,000, while imports from Australia showed an increase 
of over £650,000. 

The decline in imports of woollen yurns was almost entirely due to 
the cessation of supplies from Germany, which country supplied 
yarns to the value ot over £300,000 in 1918. Imports from the 
United Kingdom in 1915 were valued at about £17,000. Stocks 
of woollen tissues in Yokohama are low, and at the end of 1915 
were valued at about £14,000. 

Practically the entire import of cotion goods into Yokohama in 
1915 came from the United Kingdom. In the early part of the year 
there was a confident feeling in the Yokohama market, inasmuch as 
there was less uncertainty of securing supplies from Manchester, 
Except for some very special lines, requirements could be obtained by 
paying the prices asked and allowing latitude in shades. By the end 
of the year, however, prices of Manchester goods had risen to such 
a level as to stop trade in any class of goods that can be manufactured 
in Japan. ‘The probable result will be that when business is again 
possible it will be found that national goods have established a 
strong hold on the local market. Japanese manufacturers of drills, 
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shirtings, etc., have seized the opportunity offered by the cessation of 
imports, and the volume of home and export trade in cotton goods of 
domestic manufacture is on the increase. It remains to be seen, how- 
ever, if these goods can compete when normal prices rule again, 
especially in coarse low cloths. In the better qualities the Japanese 
product is not so advanced as in coarse grades, but every year 
brings new and improved cloths of domestic manufacture on to the 
market. 

The value of imports of metals in 1915 was £1,412,820, a decrease 
of over £400,000 as compared with the preceding year. 

The value of imports of sulphate of ammonia declined from 
£583,921 in 1914 to £112,652 owing to the failure of supplies from 
the United Kingdom. 

Owing to the shortage of supplies of paper pulp, an impetus has 
been given to the three Japanese companies established in this 
industry. The Japanese product is, however, admittedly inferior 
to the imported article. 

There was a serious decrease in imports of paper of all descriptions, 
notably in printing paper and the higher grade papers. Most of the 
better qualities of printing paper and practically all the other paper 
of higher grades was imported from the United Kingdom in 191o, 
supplies from Germany having ceased. American paper manufacturers 
have sent their representatives to Japan to study Japanese require- 
ments.

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Exports. 


The value of the exports of raw silk from Yokohama in 1915 
amounted to £15,169,909, of which £12,981,675 went to the United 
States and £2,188,234 to Europe. The entire export of raw silk 
filatures from Japan in 1915 was only 10,562 tons, valued at 
£15,493,578, so that practically the whole export of this staple was 
from the port of Yokohama. 

In 1915 there was a general increase in exports of silk piece goods, 
both as regards quantity and value. The increased demand, which 
was principally from the United Kingdom, the United States, British 
India and Australia, was due chiefly to the decreased production of 
silk in Europe, but also to a special demand for silk for war purposes. 
The export of pluin habutae from Yokohama in 1915 exceeded all 
previous records. 

Exports of copper from Yokohama in 1915 amounted to 24,589 
tons, as compared with 13,597 tons in 1914, an increase of 10,992 tons. 
Exports to Russia were valued at over £1,100,000, to the United 
Kingdom at over £400,000, and to the United States at about 
£450,000. The total export of copper from the whole of Japan in 
1915 was 56,955 tons, valued at £4,518,647. 

Almost the whole increase in exports of hemp braids in 1915 was 
to the United Kingdom. During the year the Imperial Japanese 
Government issued stringent regulations in order to prevent the 
export of inferior goods.

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Distribution of Trade. 


The principal share in the foreign trade of Yokohama in 1915 
fell as usual to the United States. In 1915 the United States’ share 
amounted to about 42 per cent. of the total trade, but the value 
has remained stationary for the last three years. The United 
Kingdom claimed about 14 per cent., France 8 per cent. and China 
10 percent. India, Australia and Asiatic Russia had about 5 per cent. 
each of the total trade. The trade of Yokohama with Germany 
which, before the war, was valued at over £3.500,000 in 1913, fell 
to about £140,000; no exports from Yokohama to Germany were 
recorded, but goods to the va'ue of £140,000 were imported in 1915. 
These imports were chiefly aniline dyes (about £35,000 worth), and 
small quantities of metals, iron bars, rods, etc. 

The trade of the British Empire with Yokohama amounted to 
£11,177,428, showing an increase of nearly £1.000,000 as compared 
with 1914. The value of the trade with the United Kingdom 
amounted to £6,182,555, an increase of over £200,000 as compared 
with 1914. (C.1.B. 21,959.)

‘The exportation of this article from British 
India is, according to the present Notification, now prohibited as

(a) Of sickle-dressed block clear ruby and _ To all destinations. 
slightly stained ruby mica of sizes 
Nos. 3, 4, 5 and 6, Benga! standard. 
(4) Of all other descriptions of mica ... Except tothe United Kingdom 
and British Possessions, 
unless a permit in this behalf signed by the Chief Customs Officer is 
produced to the Customs Collector at the port of export in respect of 
such mica, and unless such mica is shipped in accordance with the 
terms of such permit. It is also provided that nothing in this 
Notification shall apply to goods shipped by or for the use of the 
Crown or to any Indian port. (C. 21,367.) 
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DOMINION OF CANADA. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of Appraisers’ Bulletin No, 
1320, dated 20th June, 1916, which has been 
Customs Decisions. issued by the Canadian Department of Customs, 
and which contains decisions as to the duties 
leviable on the importation of certain articles into the Dominion, as 
follows :— 

(a) With regard to Item No. 120 of the Canadian Customs 
Tariff, which is as follows:—‘* Anchovies, sardines, sprats, and 
other fish, packed in oil or otherwise in tin boxes, etc.,” the 
Bulletin states that this item applies only to whole fixh preserved 
in tins. ‘Tuna fish in tins would be subject to duty under 
Tariff Items 121 or 123. 

(6) When free entry is claimed for certain articles to be 
used in the construction or equipment of ships or vessels, it 1s 
not necessary to state the name of the ship or vessel for which 
such material is to be used. 

(c) When tin cans containing oysters in bulk are imported, 
and such cans are closed with wedge-shaped cover, they are 
subject to duty, as they are not destroyed in order to get at the 
contents. 

(d) With respect to Christmas stockings containing mis- 
cellaneous articles, such as confectionery, toys, manufactures of 
paper, etc., it is stated in the Bulletin that when such articles 
are imported, duty will be charged at the rate applying to the 
component articles of chief value. (C. 21,433.) 


With reference to Memo. 1914 B, containing the regulations govern- 
adie ing the branding of packages containing eggs 
Regulations as to imported into the Dominion, particulars of which

Woollen tissues with warp of cotton, excluding those of military 
type, which weigh up to 400 grammes per square metre, are to be 
considered, for the purposes of exportation, as in the same category as 
tissues made entirely of wool. Permits to export these to Switzerland 
can only be issued by the Italian Ministry of Finance. 

Fruit.—The Customs authorities are authorised to allow the 
exportation of fresh fruit to all countries, except enemy countries, 
and to allow the exportation of fruit which has been prepared or 
preserved in any way to France and [rench Colonies, the United 
Kingdom and British Colonies, Russia, America, and countries beyond 
the Suez Canal. 

Brandy.—The Customs authorities may allow the exportation of 
brandy to all countries, except enemy countries. In the case of 
brandy exported to countries near to or bordering on enemy countries, 
the real destination of the goods, as indicated on the documents 
accompanying them, must be carefully verified, 

Edible pastes —The Customs authorities are authorised to allow the 
exportation to the United Kingdom and British Colonies, France and 
French Colonies, Russia, America, and countries beyond the Suez 
Canal, of macaroni, vermicelli, etc., made of wheat, provided that an 
equivalent amount of hard grain is imported in exchange, according 
to instructions to be issued by the Ministry of Finance.

Teosinte (/uchlaena), Job’s tears (Coix), Polytoca, Chionachne, and 
Sclerachne, except tor experimental or scientific purposes by the 
Department of Agriculture, is prohibited.

Imported Tobacco, Provisions of paragrap! and paragrap 

of Section 3 of the Tariff Act of the 3rd October, 
1913, invoices of imported tobacco must specify in detail the character 
of the tobacco, its origin and grade, and, if purchased, the time when, 
place where, and from whom purchased, and the price paid or to be 
paid for each bale or package, and if obtained otherwise than by pur- 
chase the actual wholesale market value. 

Packages or bales when containing filler leaf only shall be invoiced 
as filler; when containing both filler and wrapper, but not more than 
15 per cent. of wrapper, shall be invoiced as mixed; and when con- 
taining more than 15 per cent. of wrapper shall be invoiced as 
wrapper. Collectors of Customs will not permit entry of tobacco 
unless the invoice conforms to the above requirements. 

If any tobacco is found not to agree with the invoice specifications, 
the Collector will withhold delivery of the particular package not 
agreeing and report the facts to the special agent in charge for 
investigation. If the investigation discloses fraudulent invoicing, 
the tobacco should be seized and the facts reported by the Collector 
to the United States Attorney for prosecution. 


The following Circular (T. D. 36,448), regarding the appraisement 
of merchandise in respect of which a notice of 
Appraisement change in value has been received, has been 
of Geate issued by the United States Treasury Depart- 

; ment under date the 3rd June, 1916 :— 


It appears from a discussion at the appraisers’ conference that there is a lack of 
uniformity in appraising merchandise of which notice of a change in value has 
been received. Some appraising officers apply the new price on all shipments 
made after the change of price, and others wait until they have evidence of 
deliveries at the new price either in the country of exportation or the United 
States. 

It further appears that there are two classes of merchandise, viz., one which 
may be termed stock goods which are ready for delivery at all times, and the 
other goods which are manufactured on orders for future delivery. 

As to the first class, the Department is of the opinion that the new price should 
be put into effect on all purchases made after the date on which the new price is to 
take effect, but that as to purchases made before that date and not shipped until 
after the new price becomes effective the new price should not be applied unless 
there is evidence that sales have been made at the new price. 

With respect to the second class, the new price should be applied to old con- 
tracts only when there is evidence that deliveries have begun at the new price. 
When the appraising officer has no information as to whether sales have been 
made or delivery begun at « changed price, he should withhold appraisement until 
he can secure information on the subject.

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EXCISE CHANGES. 


JAMAICA. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the Sugar (Temporary 
Excise Dut Excise Duty) Law, 1916 (No. 2 of 1916), dated 
a ~~ fin March, 1916, which provides that on every 
— ton of sugar sold from a sugar estate to any person 
in the Island, there shall be paid a duty of 7s. 6d. per ton (20 cwts.). 

The Law is to remain in operation until the 3lst March, 1917. 

In connection with the above excise duty, it is provided in the 
Sugar (Temporary Excise Duty) Amendment Law, 1916 (No, 18 of 
1916), that such duty shall be paid on any sugar delivered from a 
sugar estate after the commencement of Law No. 2 of 1916, to any 
person in the Island for other than export purposes or in pursuance 
of a contract of sale or agreement to sell for delivery within the 
Island, whether such contract of sale or agreement to sell was made 
prior to or after the commencement of Law No. 2 of 1916.

MINERALS, METALS, AND MACHINERY, 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


H.M. Consul at Galveston (Mr. A. J. Ogston) reports that in 1915 the 
Mineral Oil — vl oil in Pisce to 24,820,332 
lieeaitiion, in 1 8, as ee = + “4 90,509 barrels in 
Texas in 1915. 914, an increase of 4,599, 23 barrels. lhe output 
of the oil wells in ‘Texas in 1915 has been only once 
exceeded and that was in 1905, when the Humble cap-rock gushers 
increased the yield of oil in Texas to 28,136,187 barrels. The Humble 
oil fields produced 45 per cent. of the ‘Texas production in 1915, and 
from December, 1914, to February, 1915, they nearly doubled their 
daily output, the oil coming from the prolific deep sands (from 2,900 
to 3,300 ft.). It was not until September, 1915, however, with an 
output of 1,146,261 barrels, that the real increase began. ‘The out- 
put in November, 2,063,768 barrels, was the biggest of the year. 
The December production declined somewhat, some of the gushers 
having exhausted their pressure, but increased drilling activities 
caused some improvement in the output during the month of 
January, 1916. 

The Sour Lake oilfield held its own fairly well, giving a total pro- 
duction for the year 1915, of 4,138,396 barrels, as compared with 
5,209,208 barrels in 1914. 

In 1915, new oilfields were developed at Thrall in Williamson 
County and in Palo Pinto and Stephens Counties near Shawn. It is 
reported, says H.M. Consul, that more prospecting wells are being 
drilled in the Coastal Counties of Texas than ever before, and that 
there is ample room with good indications for the discovery of pools 
of oil as prolific as any that have already been opened. 

The contract price of oil is double the price paid for the same 
quality of oil about a year ago, when most of the free oil could be 
bought at from 900 to 55 cents per barrel, payment in instalments 
of three, six and nine months. ‘I'he prices in January, 1916, averaged 
from 90 cents to 1 dol. 25 cents per barrel. (C.1.B.124,957¢)

Barley.—The vield of 1,697,670 bushels of barley, with the 
splendid average of 20 bushels per acre, gives an increase of 378,936

Oats —The average per acre of 16°87 bushels was a record, while

Hay.—The cut of hay far exceeds the tonnage of any previous year, 
the total of 1,100,127 tons, showing an increase of 385,361 tons over 
the previous record year 1912-13.

H.M. Consal at Rosario (Mr. S. 8. Dickson) reports that a Buenos 
Aires company has constructed a factory in 
~eantge Santa Fé to manufacture dyes by a_ process 
—— inv l by an Argentine chemist. The factor 
Ganta Fe, invented by an Argentine chemist 
contains crushers capable of reducing to pulp 90 
tons of dye-wood per 24 hours. The logs are conveyed automatically 
to the crushing machines by means of overhead carriers. After 
being crashed, the pulp is conveyed by other carriers and lifts to the 
diffusing batteries. ‘T'he liquid is then passed through tilters before 
being dealt with by the concentrating and evaporating machinery, 
which completes the process for the manufacture of the colouring 
matter. 
¥* The construction of the works was started in November last and 
the factory was to have been inaugurated in May, but delay has been 
caused owing to the impossibility of importing machinery. The 
whole of the machinery at present installed has been constructed in 
Argentina. (C.I.B. 25,746.)

of the following classes of persons :-— 


362. Workmen engaged in the erection of automatic telephone 
switchboards and in the preparation of material for the same. 


363. Workmen employed in the metal testing department of steel 
works, and engaged in sawing, slotting, turning and trepanning steel. 


Any representations with reference to the above applications 
may be made in writing to the Umpire by, or on behalf of, any work- 
man or employer appearing to him to be interested, or on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, and forwarded to the Registrar, Office of 
the Umpire, 47, Victoria Street, London, S.W., on or before 
Ath August, 1916. 

Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his 
decisions on the above applications on or after 7th August, 1916. 

EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS, 


3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Ompire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision, 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of Trade. 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


1551. Workmen employed in fitting together and assembling 
parts of blowpipes, regulators and metal cutters for oxy-acetylene 
welding. 


1552. All classes of workpeople engaged wholly or mainly in the 
manufacture of twist drills, reamers, cutters, metal slitting saws, 
taps, dies, tube expanders or ratchet braces. (Application 356), 


This decision must be taken as modifying any decision with 
which it is in conflict. 


Jote.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 


Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
